PROTEST REGULATION, 
American Shippers Aver Venesuela 
Imposes Purity Restrictions to 
Harass Them. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4—New York 
‘commission merchants and exporters 
who do business with Venezuela have 
filed protests against a regulation re- 
cently imposed by Venezuela on er- 
ports to that country. They assert the 
regulations, like others imposed from 
time to time, apparently have no other 
aim than to harass American ship- 

rs. 

The new rule has to do with all 
food products shipped from the United 
States to Venezuela. It requires ship- 
pers to file with the Venezuelan con- 
sulate chemists ficates guaran- 
teeing purity. If an exporter buys 
goods from fifty different sources, 
must file that number of certificates, 
and the chemists must swear to the 
certificates, which must remain on 
fille at the consulate and must be re- 
newed annually. 

The exporters protest that the purity 
of food products is sufficiently ran- 
teed by registration with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture under the pure 
food and drug act. 


HEAVY LOSSES IN FORMOSA, 


Japs Lose Many Soldiers as Result of 
N Ambuscades by Natives Who Use 
Huge Boulders. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
VICTORIA GB. C.) Aus. 4—Severe 
fighting with heavy Japanese losses is 
continuing in Formosa, according to 
the advices received by the Sazo Maru 
yesterday. The Japanese are now en- 
gaged in capturing Shinarek Moun- 
tain, purposing to mount artillery there 
to dominate the native strongholds, 
and have lost many men by the tactics 
of the natives in rolling rocks down 
the hills. Rocks weighing tons were 
ranged along the hills with props to 
be pulled away by the natives, 
in ambuscades. ‘ 
While the Japanese are steadily sur- 
rounding the head-hunters in the 
gan district, and are cutting arti 
roads to the top of Bon Bon, they are 
losing many men in so doing. It ts 
considered the complete subjugation of 
the natives in this district within two 
months. 
The natives attack the Japanese with 
reckless bravery, and the final strug- 
gle is expected to be very sanguinary.
